I have been told by ranchers that they kill steers and cows 
at weigh five and six hundred pounds, drag them off, cat what 
ey waut and cover up the remainder.

It was on the evening of the 2d day of December, 1877, that 
r hunters had returned from the evening tramp. Supper was 
nounced, all hands had seated themselves around the mess 
dc and were going for what was In sight as only hunters can, 
on I heard just such a scream as I had never heanl but once 
ore. As soon as I heard It 1 knew what It was. Said I, boys

.ree stood In the bend of a small creek, the ground was

feet around the tree. 

;rcek had been recently overflown, and grass, leaves and 
'ere lodged In tbe vines, making quite an Inaccessible 
f It; aa soon as the hunters were In position they made 
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ready to all fire at oiiee. Wlion the word was given the four 
shot guii barrels and Winchester were pulled down. 

I had been In camp the whole time, and as I had agreed to 
stay there unless summoned to their assistance, must do so. I 
had distinctly heard the whole light; I could distinguish every 
stop tliat had been made; 1 could hear the shouts of the huuters 
encouraging tlie dogs; heard tlie dogs baying, as also their cries 
of pain. After the firing there was long and loud prolonged 
shouting to encourage the doge. It was lioartreiidliig to hear 
their cries of pain, as from time to time they would rush In and 
grapple with the enemy. I was satisfied they had not succeeded 
In killing, but had only wounded him. It had been an hour or 
mure from tbe time the tight commenced until the shooting. 
Tliey had now tieen lighting half an hour since the shooting. 

I bad stood It about aa long us 1 could; I knew the dogs wore 
being killed, and I was getting very uneasy for the safely of the 
hunters; I noir heard the signal agreed on, blown on one of the 
hunter's horns for me to come to tliclr help. Snatching up my 
Winchester and tightening my belt that held my Bl.x-aliooter and 
knife, and seeing that they were In good position, with a lamp 
for hunting deer in ray hand, I made for tliem as fast as I could 
run. 

By the baying and cries of the dogs aud the shouta of the boys, 

I bad no trouble in going directly to them. By the time I had 
gotten within three or four hundred yards of the place, I could hear 
the snarls aud roarii:g of the lion. I soon reached the place 
and found as I bad expected, that the shots had only wounded 
him, how had, we did uot know. That he had leaped from tbe 
tree after the shooting, had stationed himself In the briars and 
vines, aud all their efforts to dislodge him had failed. They had 
built three or four fires around him, but the briars were so denee 
and thickety they could not sec him, though not more than thirty 
or forty feet from him. They had made several attempts to get 
to him with lighted torches, hut the stick torches would go out 
when most needed. 

No sane man who valued hU life lii the least would be Impru¬ 
dent enough to make the attempt without a good and prominent 
light. To go into that cougar, situated as they were, would have 
beeu certain death to some of them. 

Oil my arrival a hasty consultation was held; It was evident If 
we captured him soiiiethliig must be done, and done quickly. 
The dogs could not be expected, wounded as tliey were, to hold 
out much longer; if they quit lighting him he would come out 
and walk off. The light had now been going on for two hours 
or more. 

It was decided to go in to where he was and kill him. The 
lamp was lighted aud placed on tlic bead of one of our party, 
who, Winchester in hand, went In advance; closely following be¬ 
hind him WHS another one of the party with a heavy belt knife In 
Ills right hand a six-sliiKiter in Ida left. The hindmost man 
would reach forward of the foremo.st one mid cut the briars and 
vinea from before him so as to allow them both to move forward 
sloivly. It was the business of the front man to keep his light 
in good position and to be ready to fire as soon us he should sec 
his game. The progress was very slow, as they must have been 
twenty minutes In going fifteen or twenty feet. Great caution 
was necessary, for if they made a failure there was no chance of 
escape. The’ vines they had passed In going in could not be re- 
paesed .sulliclciitly quick to save them if the cougar should make 
a spring at them; should he spring at them their only chance 
auuld lie to fight him a hand-to-liaiid light with tbclr knives. 

When they liad approached williin ten or twelve feet, all at once 
by slilftiiig Ids position, Ids lieiiil w as brought in full view. There 
lie was, his head as big as a peck measure, his large eyes flashing 
fire, looking the foremost man square In the face, himself the 
very picture of delianee. For fear he aliould spring and catch 
one or both of tlicni, no time ivas to be lost. It was but tbe work 
of an iiisUnt for the hunter to throw the Wlncliester to his 
slioulder, take unerring aim, aud loucli the hair spring trigger. 

All was confusion when ttie gun tired. The hunter could uot 
tell what he had done; at the report of the gun the dogs covered 
the cougar, and they were a rolling, fighting, bleeding mass at 
Ids feet. They stood In their tracks, six shooter in hand, ready 
to fire if occasion required. Gradually the dogs loosened their 
bold on him, and there lay the monster dead at their feet. 

He was dragged from the thicket and examined; we now found 
that he had been badly wounded by tbe first shots. The Win¬ 
chester ball had broken Ids left Idnd leg below the knen joint, 
and four or five six-shooter balls had entered his left Idp and 
side; wounded as be was, the dogs could do iiotldiig with him. 
The ball that had done the final work had caught him just under 
the right eye, passing through his head, down through hie ueck 
and out through the left shoulder. 

I skinned liim, stuffed the skin wltli prairie grass, aud brought 
it home with me, and now liave it on the counter In my drug 
store on exidbitiou. It lias been examined by hundreds aud 
hundreds of person, who all unite in saying that It is the most 
formidable looking animal they have ever known killed in this 
part of the state. 

His weight, as near as we could estimate It without scales, waa 
from 250 to 275 pounds. Ho stood in height, as near as I could 
ascertain by measurement, two feet six or eight inches, hla 
length by measuremeut from the end of Ida nose to the tip of 
tall eight feet two inches. The skin since It has become dry now 
measures seven feet sLx Inches, having lost eight inches In diylng. 
The claws on his fore feet are an Inch aud a half In length, and 
the four Incisor teeth the same. The measurement across one of 
his fore paws a fraction over live Inches, his forearm larger than 
that of tbe stoutest man. 

Now that the fight was over we looked around to see the dam¬ 
age. Tbe hunters we knew were all right, but how about the 
dogs. We succeeded in getting four out of the brush. Kalzer 
was bit through the top of the shoulders and had a dozen or 
more cuts on different parts of hla body, from one to four inches 
In length. Taylor was bit through the loins and through one of 
bis bams, besides many other cuts and scratches. Drummer was 
lu much the same fix aa Kalzer aud Taylor. Greeley was worse 
off than any of the three first, as he had been more roughly 
handled In the commencement of the fight. But Cooley, poor 
Cooley, my favorite dog. Where was he I I had heard him baying 
after 1 got there, and knew he must be close by. On examina¬ 
tion we found him In the vinca near where the cougar had fallen; 
he was unable to stand on hla feet or even to rise. We carried 
him out to the edge of the prairie as carefully aa we could. The 
cougar must have got Cooley's head In bis mouth; hla head was lit¬ 
erally cut aud mashed up and both eyes cut out by the animal's 
fangs; his right shoulder was almost torn from his body; the 
blade bone' was tom loose from the ribs; his bowels were drag¬ 
ging on the ground all covered with blood, grass, leaves and 
dirt. The bowels had protruded through a long wound In the 
abdomen; on his body were many amaller wounds. Aa soon 
. as I looked at him I .knew he had gpt hla furlough. Cooley had 
entered Into my service when a small puppy; be had joined for 
during the war if not sooner discharged, and right well he bad 
kept Ills promise. But it was plain he had fought bis last tight; 
he had made bis last brave stand between bis master and danger. 
I sent to camp, got a blanket, made a Utter and carried him In. 
I washed the blood from bis face, head and alghtlese eyes, took 
a Burgeon's needle and stitched up the wounded shoulder, washed 


the blood and foreign matter from the bowels, replaced them and 
stitched up the wound. 

But his time had come, the grim monster had called for him 
and he must go. Before morning he passed In bis chocks; he 
had been faithful In life and brave In death, aud If .It waa to be 
that he must go, I bad rather see him go that way than any other 
with hla face to the enemy, standing between bis master and 
danger. 

The next day wo burled him In the head of a ravine not far J 
from our camp; we covered Ills liody well with dirt and then 
placed some largo stones over tbe dirt to keep the coyotes from 
digging him up after we were gone. I turned from hie lonely 
grave with moist eyes and a heavy heart, for I knew In Ids last 
resting place I had left one of the best and truest friends that 1 
had on earth. 

His funeral drige was chanted by the loafers and coyotes of 
tbe wild Western prairies, and his sad requiem le being sung by 
the howling winds that traverse the canyons and great plains of 
the Northwest.

Thb Indian Buixboat. —New Utrecht, L. I., N. Y., Jan. 25, 
1878 .—Bditor Chicago Field :—One of the most curious con¬ 
trivances for crossing and descending our Western rivers is the 
bullboat. It has been in use many years among the different 
bauds of Bloux, Chippewa and Artekaree (Ree) Indians. The 
hide of a bull elk is used as a covering for each boat, and It thus 
derives Its name. The bullboat may be made any size, though it 
Is usually constructed to accommodate from two to four persons. 
Tbe frame la simply a large circular willow crate, with the raw 
elk hide stretched over it, fur side Inward. 

Although the boat Is usually but twe feet deep and six feetwlde, 
Its burden Is very great. Many of our Western huuters use hull- 
boats, and I have found them very convenient for descending 
long rivers. A boat of the above dimenalona will comfortably 
accommodate two hunters and their trappings. 

This boat Is most In use on tbe upper Missouri River. Tbe oc¬ 
cupants paddle from opposite sides to prevent the boat from 
turning, thus driving It steadily ahead. When a boat la heavily 
laden, one Indian Bwims behind, answering the purpose of rud¬ 
der, and at the same time assisting in propelling the boat. 

The lazy bucks float for miles down rivers. In their boats when 
bunting, fighting, or trading, and their squaws pack the boats on 
their backs up tlie long, fatiguing trails on the river banks. Par¬ 
ties of a dozen or more are often seen packing boats, and to 
reach a destination It often takes several days travel.

SaippiNO Game to Enolasu. —New York, Jan. 23, 1878.— 
BdUor Chicago Field :—In the New York Herald of this date I 
noticed an Item beaded “Game to England,'' which stated that 
the game laws of England prohibited tbe killing of game at this 
season of the year, that one of the beet known liouses in Eng¬ 
land had undertaken to supply Loudon and the coutineut with 
the finest American game—quails, prairie chickens, wild turkeys, 
etc.; that their agent bad made bis headquarters iu Chicago, aud 
the first shipment was to be made to-day. For several months In 
the year England would be dependent upon America for its 
game, and more to the same effect. I would respectfully ask 
where the quails, prairie chickens, etc., are to he shot at this 
season of the year, as I find upon consulting the game laws there 
are hut few places where they can be killed just now, aud as the 
item referred to specifies fifty barrels weekly for shipment, I 
would like to know which States arc laid under contribution. 
Tbe shooting season has closed In must states, and nearly closed 
in all, and the American sportsman has laid away his gun, and 
now the pot-hunter takes tlie field and dues hie level best to ex¬ 
terminate the game to send to a country where he would uot 
dare to possess a gun without a license.

blended—there Is great profit to hla pusseseur. This being the fact, it 
should be the aim of every enterprising breeder to use all iulluencee 
within his reach to produce llret-class animals, rather than those of a 
lower grade, becnuHc, at whatever standard be aims, he will of necessity 
fall short iu so iiiuny of hie attempts, and succeed proportionately lu 
so few, that his average will rank too low unless bis standard be a very 
high one- 

There is no comblnatloa of blood, or system of breeding, rearing and 
training, that can be relied upon to produce a firsPcIase trotter, but if 
in analyzing these bearings as they relate to (be several animals that 
are comprised within the tochnical limiu of the first class, we discover 
lu a considerable percentage of them similar conditions us to pedigree, 
rearing aud development, we may reasonably infer that the conditions 
80 observed are favorable to tbe chances of an animal fur becoming a 
firat-clase performer, aud that such cunditious should be perpetuated 
by aelecliou in breeding, and care In rearing and developing, if we 
would secure tbe greatest number of favorable chances. 

It was not the object of that article, nur la U of this, to consider the 
subject uf rearing or training young trutters iu order to develop their 
utmost powers, out rather the selection of blood best suited to bring 
them Into tbe world with the greatest number of chances in ibeirfuvo^ 
in tbe way of natural Inherent capacity for becooilog first-class animals 
when properly developed. 

It is a breeder's maxim that "like produces like, or tbe likeness of 
some ancestor." This Isgenerally accepted as a truism, and eurtlciently 
accurate for general purposes; therefore when 1 pointed out the pre- 
punderauco u/ this or that strain of blood, iu the creaiiou of the eev- 
eral first-class animals comprised in tbs whole record, awarding to each 
its comparative value iu proportion to its renreaentation, it was gener¬ 
ally accepted os the just mode of studying the subject, aud met with 
8ucb favor that the article had a clrculalioa all over the country, aud 
the tables, perfected to eubeequeut dates, were afterwards used by 
other writers aud Inveatlgators, even after the limit of 2.23 bad ceased 
u> have a logical bearing in bringing forward the eame Hue of argu 
meot. The methud, therefore, having become so popular as to take pre¬ 
cedence of others, hveo feo tbe extent of being presented In partial form 
in the elaborate catalvgues of several of the more enterprising breed¬ 
ers, ahowing such portions as have direct bearing upon the lines of 
blood whion they are nelog, 1 shall again present it revised to date, and 
as nearly entire as much careful research has enabled me to make it 
which Is the best claim 1 can put forth for its consideration, as It is at 
once evident that for disinterested inveetlgation the only true value of 
the system Is In He covering tbe whole ground, or -as near thereto as 
possible. 

During tbe past five years the average speed of first-class horses has 
so materially increased that the associations have from year to year 
lowered the limit that divides the free-for-all class from tbe next in 
order, which during the last season was confined, ^ the prtAnlnent as- 
soclailoDB, to horses that had never beaten 9:19. Therefore a puree for 
tbe 2:19 class prohibited from entry all animals that bad acblevod a 
record faster than that time, and forced them into tbe free-for-all class 
It Is fair therefore to assume that this action defines tbe staudlng of a 
flrst-clars horse (so far as demonstrated by tbe record, which is the I 
only reliable means we can apply to general use) to be one ibat has I 
beaten 3:10 in barnesB.

Races against time are 
Ignored where the horse failed to tnaks tbe specified time and a tecbnl-'’ 
ttl record. It Is questloDable for obvious reasons whether anu per¬ 
formance against time should be considered on a par with a corres¬ 
ponding one where compelluff horses are engaged; but to avoid coo- I 
troversy we will follow teebuTcal records as regulated by the powers' 
that be. I would not be understood as believing there are uo fintt-clasa 
horses but those I have defined as such. Indeed I think there are sev¬

Uyedyk'e llambletoulau ia Lbe only aire whose name appears more 
than oDce-he being repreaeuted by Dexter and Neltle. iu both caaaa 
austained by tbe great croaa of American Star. Unt bis InAueuce does 
not stop here, fur hla sons Volunteer. .Mexander's Abdallah and Ed¬ 
ward Lvorolt, have each a repreaenlailve; and if we credit either story 
relative to the breedlug of Conklin a Abdallah, who ia also iu the Hat 
be he a aon of Ilambleiuiilan. or of bia sire Old Abdallah, the aame 
alraln of blood gels credit for u aixlb representative out of the aeven- 
teeii comprised Tn the list.

Hunting Notes from Ireland. 

'■Slirlll horns proelaltiicd (not) his flight," aa one of the classics 
of hunting wtirds It) us another sings of the truculent truant 
from Tur Wood, "he wultetl not, he was not found.” Our Iter- 
nilt of Kilmooii oxenipliliud botli poets’ themes to-day. But let 
me begin at the beginning before I plunge my renders into the 
ra of the Newtown pastures, and the less plea-aant maliaa 
ren of some of those ileep ditches which, though none so dear to 
Fame's trumiiot as Whlsseiidlnc, Soar, or Smite, the Waterperiy 
or Urinkw'ortli brooks, ore (|uite as ditHciilt to pass occasionally, 
aud receive their tribute of men, horacs, and saddlers’ imrnpher- 
nalia quite as llherally betimes. 

A liitterly cold iiiorniiig was Friday, the closing day of Novem¬ 
ber’s calendar. It succeeded a night of deluge ami ilowiipour, to 
judge hy uppcuraiiceb on street and roatl; and a slrolig west wind 
seemed to he bringing us the last Impressiona from some detached 
floes of icc hot yet absorbed hy tlie Gulf current. It is about 
flftcen miles hy road fropi Uulilhi to Kilmoon by the Irish stand- 
ard nearly twenty hy that of England—and a more uninterest¬ 
ing drive it were hard to pick out in these klngdoiiia, unless. In- ' 
deed, the versatile mind ean perpetually occupy itself In Invent¬ 
ing runs and the overcoming of mighty barriers as you pas) 
through space; for to such there Is ample scope as you drlvx: 
tbruugh dairy and feeding grass lands all the way; and aa for oJv 
sUcles, that yawning chasm, "the lock of the bay,” some five or 
six miles on the road, 

Appala tfie bad. offriKhla ih« best [of pursucraj, 
to use the language of the bard of the last century, while the 
Hard river flowing between hollow banks affords a milder type of 
dliliculty, but ono wblch neverthelesB is known to have affected 
the nervous scnsiliilitlea of men and horses before now. 

.Mud is certainly king of Ireland’s metropolis and the avenues 
leading thereto. The liquefaction of the accumulated dirt is pro¬ 
gressing fast just now, and the roads resolve themselves Into mud 
canals, through which you splash and splutter along, to the seri¬ 
ous detriment of tlic varnish on your carriage panels and the 
clcanllncas of your own attire. In the days of redundant popu¬ 
lation, I suppose much of this misplaced matter would have been 
utilized in the crertloii of what the Mexicans called "dohy" or 
adobe houses; hut now our icdiles, waywardens, or whatever they 
style their office, send out a few iiiouldy-looking hands to scrape 
It towards the place which should represent the gutters, and by- 
aiid-by It is piled Into huge masses, which liarden into consist¬ 
ency, but must, I should imagine, contribute something to the 
liquid oo'ze which usurps the thoroughfares. The Romans never 
set the footof conquest In Ireland. If they had occupied it for any 
time, no doubt the maiu arteries of communication would still 
testify to their skill. The tyrant Saxon, as “The Melodlea of 
Moore” tell us, “profaned” the valleys of Ireland; If they had 
profaned and macadamised roads througtb. them, we should cer¬ 
tainly owe them a large debt of gratitude. 

The fifteen miles of straight—malhoniatically stralghl^road 
lietween Dublin and Kilmoon arc worked over at last; aud when 
wc reach the police barrack which represento the latter, It is to 
find about a score of carriages and cars and seventy or eighty vo¬ 
taries of Diana, ulstcred and iDacintosbed, and busily engaged in 
keeping the little spark of vital caloric alive as well os they can; 
for we are In the midst of a wind-swept region of grass fields, 
overlooked by very gonUe eminences, and shelter tficrc la none, 
save the little modicum which the small blockhouse of a police

One cub la chopped straightway; three remain, 
and rather bewilder and perplex the hounds, who are Inclined to 
divide on them: but at last one breaks sway, pointing for toe 
Relsk Gorse, passes It, and winds again past hla home of faggoU, 
races up the hill above It, then turns round by the road, and 
makes another circuit, when he leaves the covert of his youth be¬ 
low him. There Is a little alow hunting here; then It quickens 
and becomes more animated; a beautiful line of country Is 
crossed, and after some three miles or so of galloping, and as light 
was waning, they run Into their quarry near Ashbourne, having 
hunted him for fully eight miles, fast and slow, slow and fast; 
on the whole an extremely good day, with scent of the highest 
character. I did not see the conclusion of this gallop, but I hear 
nothing could have been pleasanter, and that Mr. Trotter, Lord 
A. Lennox, Capts. Hunt and Crosble, were In front all through 
It. Having missed the only train which led to Dublin, I had a 
weary tramp to the metropolis, which made me think far more 
highly of Gale, Weston, O’Leary, and such worthies than I ever 
did before .—Special CorreepoTtdmt London Field.

The numerous eggs I have examined—all, however, after itn 
had been emptied of their contents—measure from three-founS 
to four-fifths of an Inch In length by a little more or leu 
two-thirds of an Inch In breadth—more exactly, two selctw 
specimens give respectively the measuremeuts 0.75 by 0.5S ig,i 
0.83 by 0.60. The ground-color of the shell la brilliant orjiuj, 
white; this la marked ell over, but In most cases more thickly « 
and around the larger end than elsewhere, with small spot, jj 
reddish, of quite dark brown, and of lilac or lavender—joea 
times all the spots being dots and mere points; eometlmee iiudj 
of them being larger, and more or leas confluent to euwreiUi, 
the greater end of the egg.

He has been bred 
I both native and blue blooded 
Itches, yet there are to-day more 
ihclps alive from the latter than 
ic loimer, a fact which to say the 
sst does not support Mr. Hola- 
Ird’s theory. Our experience war- 
iits ns also In asserting that of 
le bitches of all breeds sent to our 
rgn, the blue bloods have, while 
lUi us, proved better feeders and 
ss aSocted phyaicaliy by their 
inilllion than the native*.

The Xewfonndland Dog. 

by “sTONaBXjJOE," IN London Field. 

I It is now generally admitted that there are two distinct types 
T this breed—one considerably larger than the other, and known 
I llu Newfoundland, from Its being generally found on the island 
' that name; while the other, distributed over the state of La- 
r'jdor chiefly, though also met with in the Island of Newfouiid- 
cdi Is now known aa the Labrador, otherwlae called the St. 
«n or Lesser Newfoundland. In addition to these distinct 
Jpes there are numberless nondescript dogs to be found In both 
' above districts, and notably a breed of black and white 
with curly coats and fine heads and frames, which, from one 
mem baring been selected by Landseer to serve a* a model 
|i hla celebrated picture denominated “A dlatlngulahed member 
the Hooiane Society," are now koown a* the “Landseer New- 
“utimand." In spite, however, of the Immortality thus con- 
on them, our Judges refuse to recognlxe their merit* a* 
‘rifiared with the whole black*, and they are relegated to a

■ dently of the difference in color, they ahflivary from the black

black Newfoundland Is remarkable for hi* majestic 
;^fance, combined with a benevolent expression of coun- 
it/'iii iBtter quality being really In accordance with his 
^tlon, and frequently displayed by bis life-saving capacities 
of threatened drowning, baa made him for many years a 
ar “ B companion, espeelally, with those who live 

iv« n ^ '** great river. With these points in view, Judges 
il made a fuB size of great importance, since It not 

1 soas to the majestic aspect of the dog, but renders him 


really more capable of distinguishing himself In the career so 
beautifully commemorated by Landseer In the picture above 
alluded to. 

The general opinion now is, aa first pointed out by “Index" in 
The Field, that a dog of this breed above 26 inches is almost un¬ 
known In Newfoundland; bat It la also allowed that puppies 
bred and reared in England of the pure strains, which in the isl¬ 
and never attain a greater height than 26 Inches, will grow to 80 
inches or even 82 Inches. Such an animal is Mr. Mapplebeck’s 
Leo, who has roccntly taken the first prize at Islington in the 
Kennel Club show, after dlstlngulsblng himself previously at 
Batb, Swindon, and other exhibitions. He Is, I believe, de¬ 
scended from an imported Newfoundland on both sides, and 
shows his pure descent in all respects, being tliu grandest speci¬ 
men I ever saw. For this reason I have displaced the portrait of 
that fine dog, Mr. Kobineon’s Carlo, who represented tbe breed 
in tbe last edition of “Dogs of the British Islands," although I 
bad Intended to retain him; but Leu la so magnificent an animal 
that I could not leave him In the cold. By many people tbe 
rusty Huge In hla coat la objected to, and no doubt It Is slightly 
against him; but It Is admitted by “Index," Mr. Lort, the late 
Mr. Wheelwright (“Old Bushman"), and others, who are ac¬ 
quainted with tbe breed In Its native districts, that the rusty 
black Is very common among tbe best strains, though considered 
by tbe native breedera to be a slight defect. The last-named 
gentleman left behind him on his death In 1865 a very fine New¬ 
foundland dog of this rusty color, imported by himself, which his 
sister offered to me, and I gladly accepted the present, partly 
from respect for tbe memory of so good a sportsman and writer, 
and partly from my fondness for the breed. This dog was fully 
28 laches high, which militates against the truth of “Index’s" 
theory on that point, and had doable dew claws on both bind 
legs, in which Mr. Mapplebeck's Loo is altogether wanting, but 
showing marks of their having been removed In his puppyhood. 
In all other respects he closely resembles Mr. Wheelwright's dog, 
but exceeds him In size b^ about 21 Inches to 3 Inches, being 
nearly 31 Inches in height. But although not absolutely perfect 
In color, the texture of his coat is so beautiful, tbat tbe rusty 
tinge on It may be almost overlooked; and, even 11 penalized, 
the dog must score fully 971 points out of a possible 100. so perfect 
is he In all other respects; and we all know the difficulty of 
getting any dog somearly correct in ail his points as this estimate 
would make Leu to be. “Index," in his final letter, published 
in The Field of July 81, 1869, writes with regard to this tinge as 
follows: "The black doge, especially when young, often appear 
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to have a brown tinge on tlieir coats. It is to be seen mure or 
less in almost all these dogs, though not in all. Combing will 
often remove It If the dog has not been well kept; but I don't 
think much combing is advisable, for it sometimes would re 
move the brown-tinged black batr at tbe saerlfice of the length 
and thickness and beauty of the coat. Nor le the slight brown 
tinge (not visible In all light) ugly; nor is It Inconsistent with 
purity of breed, though It would be always better absent." This 
extract Is exactly In accurdanee with tbe evidence I have obtained 
on this point from Mr. Lort and other good Judges who have vis¬ 
ited Newfoundland. With regard to size, the same gentleman 
further writes in tbe same letter; “While from 24 Inches to 26 
inches Is the averagebeight of dogs on the Island, I have seen 
tbat the standard often reached In England is considerably 
higher; and I cannot, either In theory or as a matter of taste, 
object to size if It be united with perfection of shape. All I 
have said, and all I maintain. Is that size apart from color ia 
worthless, and that very large dogs would often (In my experi¬ 
ence almost Invariably, though I have not had the presumption 
to advocate any rule on this experience), be found much inferior 
to dogs which stood In height In proportion as 24 or 26 Is to 31 
or 34. Whether young Imported Newfoundlands do generally or 
frequently reach 80 Inches or 31 Inches, or whether such cases os 
those adduced as being within the knowledge of The Field arc 
exceptional cases, has not been discussed by me." 

Numberless anecdotes are told of tbe sagacity and fidelity of 
this dog, aod notably of his desire to save life in cases of threat¬ 
ened drowning. The Rev. B. Atkinaon, of Gateshead, bad a nar¬ 
row escape In trying to rescue one of two ladles who were im¬ 
mersed in the sea at Newhiggin, being himself unable to swim; 
but ids fine dog Cato came to their aid from some considerable 
distance without being called, and, with his help, Mr. Atkinson was 
safely brought to sliorc, together with his utterly exhausted charge. 
Hundreds of similar cases, and of ropes beiog carried on shore 
from wrecked vessels, have been published, so that It Is needless 
to gild the refined gold with which these deeds are ombiszoned. 
Thla dog’s fame fis a member of the Humane Society, Is aa firmly 
established aa that of the St. Bernard in the snow; and as the 
numbers of the former until recently have been greatly In excess 
of those of tbe latter, and the area Lr their operations Is almost 
aolimlted, while the St. Bernard le confined to a couple of monas¬ 
teries, It le scarcely fair to compare the escapes carried through 
by the two breeds In point of numbers. Suffice It to say, that the 
gratitude of mankind has been earned by both. 

The nujnericabvalue of the points In this breed Is as follows: 
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1. The head (value 25) is very broad, and nearly flat on the top 
in each (direction, exhibiting a well-marked occipital protuber¬ 
ance, and also a considerable brow over tbe eye, often rising three- 
quarters of an inch from tbe line of the noae, as is well shown 
in the case of my present illoatratlon, Mr. Mapplebeck’s Leo, in 
which it eilste to a greater extent than usual. The Labrador 
shows the brow also, but not nearly in so marked a manner. There 
Is a slight furrow down the middle of the top of the head, but 
nothing approaching to a stop. Tbe skin on the forehead Is 
slightly wrinkled, and the coat on the face and top of the head Is 
short, but not so much so as In the curly retriever. Nose wide in 
all directions, but of average length, and moderately square at 
tbe end, with open nostrils; the whole of the jaws covered with 
short hair. 

2. Eyes and ears (T. 5).—The eyes of this liog are small, and 
rather deeply set; but there should be no display of the haw or 
third eyelid. They are generally brown of various shades, 
but light rather than dark. The ears are small, clothed 
with short hair on ail but the edges, which areyflringed with 
longer hair. 

3. The neck (v. 10) le often short, making the dog look ebumpy 
aod inelegant. This defect should always be attended to, and a 
dog with a sufficiently lengthy neck should have the full al¬ 
lowance; but, on the other hand, a short, chumpy one Is so 
often met with that, even If present, the possessor of It 
should not be penalized with negative points. The throat Is 
clean, without any development of frill, though thickly clothed 
with hair. 

4. The chest (v. 5) is capacious, and rather round than flat; 
back ribs generally short. 

6. The back (v. 10) is often slack and weak, hut lu some speci¬ 
mens, and notably In Leo, there Is a fine development of muscle; 
accompanying this weak back there Is often a rolling and weak 
walfi. 

6. The legs (v. 10) should be very bouy and straight, well 
clothed with muscle on tbe arms snd lower thighs. Elbows well 
let down, and neither in nor out. Both tbe fore and hind legs 
are thickly feathered, but not to any 
great len^h. There is also often a 
double dew claw. 

7. The feet (v. 5) arc large and 
wide, with thin soles. The toes are 
generally flat, and consequently this 
dog soon becomes foot-sore in road 
work, and cannot accompany a 
horse or carriage at a fast pace. 

8. In size (v. 10) the Newfound¬ 
land should be at least 25 inches in 
height, and if he is beyond this it is 
a merit rather than a defect, as ex¬ 
plained in the above remarks, 
Many very fine and purely-bred 
specimens reared in this country 
have been from 30 to 82 Inches lilgh. 

9. The symmetry (v. 10) of this 
dog is often defective, owing to the 
tendency to a short neck and weak 
loin. Aa a consequence a symmetri¬ 
cal dog like Leo is highly to he ap¬ 
proved of. 

10. The color (v. 6) should be 
black, the richer tbe better; but a 
rusty stain in it is so common In tlie 
native breed that it should by no 
means be penalized. StIU, the jet 
black is so handsome in comparison 
with it, that I think, other points 
being equal, it should count above 
the rusty stain In Judging two dogs. 
A white star on the breast is often 
met with. The white and black 
color exhibited In the Landseer type 
never occurs In the true New¬ 
foundland. 

11. Tbe coat (v. 5) of the Newfoundland is shaggy, without 
much undercoat, and at first sight It would appear unlit for much 
exposure to wet. It Is, however, so thick and oily that It takes 
some time for the water to reach the skin through It. There is 
often a natural parting down the back, and the surface is very 
glossy. 

13. The tail (v. 5) Is long and gently curled on one side, t^ul 
not carried high. It ia clothed thickly with long hair, which is 
quite bushy, but often naturally parted down the middle. 

Mr. Mapplebeck’s Leo, whose portrait accompanies this article. 
Is t^liceat Newfoundland I have ever seen, exhibiting all his 
beau^lnts in proportion, without tbe short neck and weak back 
which are so often met with. He Is hy WIndIc’s Don out of 
Meg of Maldon, and Is a great grandson of Mr. Robinson's Carlo, 
a first prize winner at Birmingham and Islington In 1864 and '65. 

TBS LANDSEER TYPE OP NEWPOLND7.AND. 

This dog differs frOm the true type cldefly in the color and tex¬ 
ture of hla coat. The former is always white with black patoheg, 
and the latter Is more woolly, without the gloss of tbe true New¬ 
foundland. He is also generally higher on the leg and more 
slack on the loin, giving a remarkably shambling and awkward 
gait. 

THE I.ADRADOK OK LESSER NEWFOUNDLAND. 

This dog, also called the St. John Newfoundland, has been 
fully described in the article on the wavy-coated retriever in Ttve 
Field of June 16, 1877. 

Disease. 

BY OKOHOE E. SUMMERS, M. D. 

In the papers for sportsmen—our last endeavors being in thu 
CiiiCAUo Fiki.i> —at different Intervals, we have had occasion to 
record a few of the many ailments which beset “that best of the 
friends of man, the faithful dog.” In so doing, wo aped tbe 
customs of our predecessors and betters, and plunged at once 
"In medias res,” commencing our studies with special canine 
pathology. 

To make amends, we now propose very briefly to define disease, 
that when present It may be recognized, and the terms used In 
Its description may be the better understo^, but In so doing, let 
It be distinctly understood we claim no originality. 

Disease Is the condition opposed to health. One author says, 
that creature is healthy “In whom the more important phenomena 
of life—nutrition, in Its widest sense, development and reproduc¬ 
tion, movement and sensation—take place quietly and uni- 
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formly.’* Another, that lilseoae is a changed condition, or pro¬ 
portion of function or structure, in one or more i>art8 <»f tlie 
body, “and Is known only by comparing It witli the standard of 
health of each individual aitiinal and not of a class, for the 
standard of healU) in one may be disease in another.'* Thus 
the pulse of a setter or pointer in health, ranges from DO to 105 
pulsations or beats per minute, and yet we often tlnd healthy 
animals In tbc same class, with a pulse of 80 or 115. ‘'Muscu¬ 
lar strength and activity, and nervous sonslblllty vary exceed¬ 
ingly in different animals of the breed,” yet all within the limits 
of health. 

Disease is called severe, when it threatens “permanent injury 
to important organs, or death to the sufferer;” mild, when under 
“ordinary clrcuinstaucos” a complete cure is to be looked for; 
benign, “when the appreciable group of phenomena Indicate a 
surely favorahlo issue”* while inallgtianl diseases are those into 
“the course of which unforsceu complications easily enter.” 
TJio term nmllgoaut is now, however, applied '‘to ail virulent 
diseases which threaten a fatal issue or tend to produce death.** 

Diseases lasting but a short time are eomniouly called acute 
diseases, white those lasting a loug time are termed chronic. 
The new classiticatiou, however, is made rather upon the basis of 
t he usual duration of individual diseases, as for example, \vc class 
distemper, as It is called, as au acute disorder; although it takes 
from four to six weeks to run Its course; aud the same is true of 
otlier fevers and inflamiiiatloris. 

Causes of diseases are such circumstances as essentially pre¬ 
cede them, and “to whose operation their occurrence la due." 
Causes may exist within the body—then said to be intrinsic, or 
have their origin without the body—extrinsic. 

Causes are divided into predisposing and exciting. Among 
predisposing causes may be placed, “impure air, Imperfect 
nutrition, excissive bmlily oierllon, want of sulllclent exercise, 
long continued heat or cold, repeated and excessive evacuations, 
either of blood or some accretion, previous dobilitating disease or 
a hereditary tendency to disease, aud disease already existing in 
the body.** Exciting enufes, or rather the exciting causes of 
diseases, are, very many of them at least, the same as the predis¬ 
posing ones; vis., unwliolcsome diet, indigestible food, overfeed¬ 
ing, the lack or want of a sufficiency of nutritious inateiisl to 
keep up the required demands of “perpetual motion'’ or nerve 
force, excessive evacuation—as before enumerated—Iwdlly ex¬ 
ertion, deficient ventiiatlon, extremes or sudden transitions dt 
temperature, filth of kennels or filth accumulated on the surface 
of the body, and enzootic, epizootic—these words mean about tlie 
same as endemic and epidemic, the former being used iti veteri¬ 
nary surgery—aud infectious poisons.” 

Disease is recognized by those alterations in the chemical, 
vital and physical neccssiiries, or belongings of the body wbicb 
are known as signs and symptoms. 

dymptoms are divided InU^ objective, “or those which the sur¬ 
geon observes and appreclatea through Ids senses,” and buI>- 
jectlve, called also ratloiikl—or those which the sufferer himself 
or herself, feels, as pain, “a sense of pressure, of constriction, 
etc.** These latter may not K* thought much of in the animal, 
i. e. of much value—yet anyone having the slightest experience 
in caring for, or nursing, one of the nobler of the brute creation, 
soon learns tbelr method of speaking. 

Physical signs are correctly speaking objective symptoms. 
They are called auscultation, or the act of listening, and percus¬ 
sion, or the act of striking, both of which play a most important 
part in forming our diagnosis of diseases. Why they arc ob¬ 
jective symptoms is because very “much more depends upon the 
cxperlfince’* of the observer or veterinarian and the de.xterlty of 
bis hands,** than upon accuracy of bearing. 

Diagnosis—or to diagnosticate—is the discrimination of one 
disease from another, while prognosis is the foretelling of “the 
course, modification and termination of disease,** and its correct¬ 
ness depends largely, If not mainly, upon the exactness of our 
diagnosis; for we shape our replies upon the participation of the 
general organism—fever, state of strength, age, hereditary 
tendency, etc.—upon the extension of the disease in the body, 
upon the value of the affected organ for the maintenance of life, 
upon the vigor of the constitution,** and upon the character of 
the enzooti(‘ or epizootic. 

Finale. No one can ever expect to become even a mediocre 
diagnostician, or be able successfully to combat disease, unless he 
shall acquaint himself with his dog in health, by studying its 
character, constitution, temperament, actions and habits, and 
whether it be a “shy feeder” or a glutton; most Important of all, 
however, is to know well the impressibility of its nervous system. 
In our next we shall speak, In like brief manner, of fever and 
inflammation.

DY HIIAMKOCK. 

There seems to be a difference of opinion amongst siKirtsmcn re¬ 
garding the cross-breeding of setters, but it certainly must be ad¬ 
mitted by some of the opponents of the system that the Field 
Trial breed, which they so loudly pral&c,^wa8 produced by a cross¬ 
ing, what? the Lavcrack, a breed of undoubted purity with the 
Gordon aud South Esk, a breed of itself a cross, the origin of 
one of which strains appears to be as obscure as the breeding of 
some of our natives, but it produced a fine strain of setters, 
against which as originally imported and bred from I have not 
one word to say; but it is the breeding In-and-in to so great an 
extent as is being done in this country that 1 fear will ere long 
bring it Into disrepute. Already we see by the many deaths that 
occur, that the constitution and Intellect arc being impaired, 
which is proving, not only to the breeder, but the purchaser, a 
serious loss. “Idstone** says: “Crossing undoubtedly adds to 
the dog intelligence. The highest bred dogs are, as a rule, want¬ 
ing in this fac^ty. The whole system becomes enfeebled, the 
constitution is more liable to disease and soon succumbs, the 
brain Is weak, the circulation alow. Palsy, fils, dropsy, malfor¬ 
mation of the limbs, every variety of disease attacks these lilgh 
bred favorites from wbicb the linker’s mongrel escapes; many of 
these calamities occur from close confinement and high feeding 
tu which these valuable stratus arc subject, but most of them arc 
the result of constitutional infirmity and scrofulous habits, 
which are the curse of high-bred or prize animals.’* Judicious 
crossing can only be successful where judgment and patience arc 
used, and if in England, such crossing has produced good re¬ 
sults, why should It not in this country ?*Wchave the pure Lave- 
rack stock to breed from, and native stock of undoubtedly as 
great purity as the Gordon or Soutli Esk strains. Purity of 
blood, Mr. Laverock says: “Is breeding from an ancestry of 
known and tested goodness, which is only discoverable by having 
worked them yourself or seen them worked, thereby enabling 
you to Judge of tbe natural disposition, capabilities, sagacity 
and adaptobillty for finding game.” Plenty of bitches with 
such parity of blood may be found amongst our native stock, 
and I am strongly of the belief that crossing them with the 
Laverock blood will greatly improve their progeny In appearance, 
at least; but by in-breedlng to the extent that Is now being prac¬ 
ticed In this country, we shall produce whelps that lack not only 
In stamina of constitution but intelligence, the very qualities 
which make a dog valuable. Some thus bred by the bestof educa¬ 


tion have shown well at field trials, but so far they have not won 
as many first prizes in tlio champion class as the natives or cross¬ 
breeds. They possess beauty of form and fineness of coat, which 
gives them a prominence at bench shows, but these are not the 
most desirable qualities to a true sportsman. It has been ad¬ 
mitted by one of oiu* best writers on canine matters, that some 
of our best natives are equal tu any dogs under the sun for field 
purposes. Such being the fact, cannot we, by introducing the 
Laverack cross so refine tbelr progeny as to be at least equal If 
not 8Ui>crlor tu the blue bloods of tbe present day. If not, why. 
not? The American sporUineu are ambitious, they arc not satis¬ 
fied with having as good stock us England produces, but will 
strive to produce something better if tiiey can. I for one intend 
U» try cross-breeding the Laverack, also the Field Trial with 
native bitches. 1 have already bred iny Prairie Ranger bitch 
Pearl to BergunthaPs irnporled Rake of the Field Trial breed. I 
have done this, knowing Uo has produced good stock from 
Field Trial bitches, to ascertain fn)in which of the two strains 
he got the better IlcUl porforinci's. Not long since I visited my 
friend John Davidson, a noted sportsman, and there saw dogs a 
cross between the Field Trial and native, tliat In funnatioii and 
field work 1 have not seen excelled. If these dogs arc on exhibi¬ 
tion at the St. Louis Bench Show next niontli, I hope those hi- 
terested in the question of cross-breeding will examine the1n 
closely. Mr. Raymond could uiidoubtetily give considerable 
light on this subject, and I should be glad to hoar from any who 
have tried it, the results. In all the works I read on breeding 
it is admitted that in-breeding to a great extent impairs the 
value of any class of animahs. Time will tell.

To our American readers Dash II possesses cs^ 
pedal Interest as being the grandson of Mr. Cbas. II. Raymond’s 
pure Laverack dog Pride of the Border, a dog whose name will 
ever be reraoinbered both in America and England as bcin* one 
of the best sires of his day. “ 

With Mr. Llowclllii’s g'raud Laverack bitch Countess, a portrait 
of which appeared In our columns last March, and which we have 
the positive assurance was far superior and more llfo-Ilkc than 
the one of her which appeared In the Loudon A’irfd, ‘‘Stonehenge” 
has chosen Dash II to Illustrate his new work; “The Dogs of the 
British Islauds,” the various articles comprising whicli have been 
published from time to time In the London A’Wd, and in our own 
columns from advanced sheets of the same.

THE SANFORO--ALLEN CASE. 

Tte following is the charge to the jury of Judge Scuil- 
er, au eminent jurist. In the Supreme Court of New Jersey, 
loomoutb circuit, regarillng the killing of Oberon, the setter 
)g belonging to Mr. E. 3. Sanford, Jr., of New York, by Thomas 
Uen, In which the jury rendered a verdict of $30U, as mentioned 
r us In a previous issue. The suit was brought iu the name of 
aigbt, who had tbe dog 1u charge to break at the time he was 
lot by Allen. Our thanks are due .Mr. Sanford who obtained 
•r us the charge in full from tbe court stenographer. \Vc 
lould have given it last week but that It reached us just as wc 
ore going to press. The charge will be read with pleasure by 
rose who are owners of valuable dijgs, and by all who believe In 
]Ulty and justice, and consider tliat if a chicken which costs 
fty cents is property a dog, which costs from llfty lo live hiin- 
red dollars, certainly should be property also: 

“This, gentlemen, Is an interesting case, and perhaps novel in 
>me particulars, but one that can be determined, 1 think, upon | 
iry well settled rules of law. Its novelty is in the application j 
1 some prfociples with which we are all quite familiar. ; 

It Is an aetloii of trespass, for killing a black and tan setter in I 
le month of July last. It is brought by Elin.s II. Haight. Hu 
as not the owuer of the dog, but what is called in law tbe bailee, 
r person having the custody temporarily for a purpose, by an 
Vrangement with the owuer. In law he had a special property 
1 this dog, and can maintain an action for its loss. He i.s ac- 
lUDtable lo the owner for the proper care and return of the anl- 
.al to him, and if be recover iu this action, the owner cun main- 
,ln no further action against this defendant. The case is there- 
>re before us for our eonslderatlou, substantially, as If the owner 
imself were suing. 

The charge is, that tbe defendant, Thomas Allen, iu the month 
' July last, shot this setter dog and killed him. The plea hiter- 
jsed by tbe defendant is that he is not guilty. He does not 
ead that he killed t,bls dog for a legal and justlBable cause, hut 
3 denies the killing. 

These pleadings raise several simple issues for your determina- 
on as questious of fact. 

First, are you aattsAed from the evidence In this cause that this 
3g was killed 1 

Mr. Haight, the plaintiff, took the dog In tbe neighborhood of 
te residence of this defendant; and while he was In a bouse the 
3 g wandered off somewhere, so that when he came out he could 
3 t find him. In searching (or him be heard that a dog had been 
lot at or uear the bouse of this man Allen. A boy told him 
lat he had heard a shot in that direction. He followed on to 
le place and made search for the dog. Since that time the dog 
is been missing. A collar has been produced In court, which is 
Jd to have been found on the body of a dog that was killed at 
lien's that day. By the testimony it does not appear that that 
as the collar which was upon the missing dog. According to 
le testimony of Mr. Haight, that collar bad upon it the name of 
le owner. The (act is proven that a dog was killed at that 
ace on that day, by tbe defendant. Whether It was Ibis dog or 
3 t is to he flrst deterntined by the jury upon the evidence. If 
■Is dog was killed at that time, tbe next question for Uie jury to 
itermlne Is—Did Thomas Alleu, the defendant, kill him! By 
s own evidence, gentlemen, given this morning, he admits that 
3 did kill a dog, which he describes as “a brownish dog.” Mr. 
sight says that upon inquiry being made of him that day, he 
imitted having shot a black dog, as he then called It. Speaking 
mcrally, this Is a substantial agreement with the description of 
le dog In question, as given to us by Mr. Haight and those most 
miliar witb him. He was a black and tan dog, and a casual ob- 
rver might describe him by either color. When Haight made 
qulry of Allen, it was iu his power to make it entirely certain 
betber the dog ho killed was the one (or which Haight was mak- 
g search. He says that be bad then burled tbe dog. He could 
islly have had it taken up and Identifled on the spot But be 
■aded the question ss to what had become of the dog and where 
was to be found, and gave Mr. Haight no clue to Its wbere- 
loute. On the contrary, be misled and deceived him. In a mat- 
r of this kind, where property had been lost, it wss his duty, 
hen proper inquiry was made of him, to give a fair and candid 
iswer; and If he practiced concealment and deception to mis- 
ad the question, it would be evidence of a guilty mind. Why 
d be not (rankly state that he bad killed the dog, and Indicate 
here he bad buried It, tolling tbe circumstances, and leaving 
em to justify him! 

Tbe defendaut, as I have said, has not pleaded justiflcatlou; 
it there Is evidence showing how the dog was there and what be 
as doing, and I shall consider that briefly. In order to determine 
hether. If tbe defendant did kill the dog for which Mr. Haight 
as in search, he was justified In klllliig him, because the pl^- 
gs may readily be framed, under the order of the court to de- 
rmlne that Issue. 

Tbe dog was there certainly without any right. He was upon 
lother man's land without invitation or permission, and not 
)on bis owner’s. But every trespass of a domestic animal upon 
lother man’s land does not give him tbe right to kill It. If It is 
ling damage the law gives him a remedy against the owner; but 
n has no right to shoot a horse, or a cow, or a dog, or any val- 
jible domestic animal, merely because It la trespassing upon his 
nd. A man might be justified In killing a dog it It was upon 
I premises destroying or even chasing or worrying his animals. 
>r Instance, It Is said that this defendant kept a large number of 
.Ickens. If this dog had been chasing or destroying hla chick- 
iB, he might have been justified In killing, and thus preventing 
(torn doing any further damage of that kind. 

There is a special authority given by our statute to kill dogs 
and trespassing, and that authority Is given (or the protection 
sheep. Our statute exacts that: 

,'lt shall be lawful (or any person to kill any dog or bitch 


which may bo found chasing, worrying or wounding any sheep 
or lamb.” 

And by another section the owuer is made liable If be does not 
kill a dog that Is found chasing, worrying or wounding them, 
after a notice of twenty-four hours. 

This Is an express statutory right given to kill under certain 
circumstances. But there Is no evidence In this cause that this 
dog was worrying, chasing or wounding the defendant's sheep on 
his pro|)erty. He says the dog was smelling about tbe ground 
where the aliecp had been some time liefnre, and that he had gone 
about twenty yards iu the direction of the Held where they then 
were ; hut he was not In the same field. A coni-ficid intervened 
between the field whore they were and that In which the dog was 
shot, so that he certainly was not chasing or worrying them. In 
this ease the defoifflant did not even call to the dog nor attempt 
I to drive him off. According to his own evidence he took his gun 
and shot him, merely bocaiiso ho was smelling and looking In the 
direction of the sheep. That being so, there was no justification 
under the statute, because the dog was doing nothing thst would 
bring him within the words of the act. Perhaps a single call or a 
word frojp the defendant would have attracted the dog to him or 
driven him away, and all this trouble would have been spared. 
He, however, took the responsibility of going to the bouse, get¬ 
ting his gun, and after snapping the first barrel, exploding tlie 
second and killing the dog. 

The further question Is started in this case whether an action 
is anaintainahle for killing a dog. I think It has been settled 
long since that such an action may be maintained. There may 
be value in a dog recognized by the law. A dog may have an 
intrinsic value for certain qualities which he possesses, like any 
other domestic animal. He may be valuable to his owner as a 
watch dog, He may, as In this else, be valuable to the owner as a 
hunting dog. And where human skill and labor have been spent 
upon a dog, and expense has been Incurred by tbe owner to de¬ 
velop any natural qualities which he may have, aud make him 
more useful (or hunting, that dog has a value to his owner, who 
may recover damages if the dog be injured or killed. 

It the jury arc satisfied that this was the dog that was killed, 
ami that the defendant killed him, the next question Is, What 
was his value! The true measure of damage is the worth of the 
dog In the market, what he would bring to the owner, or what it 
3Vould cost to replace him If he desired to have another dog of 
the same kiml. The general rule of damages is, that a person 
may recover .snllicient to compensate him for Ids loss, and an 
amount coinmcnsunite with the Injury he has sustained. Tbe 
owner would, therefore, be entitled to recover the fair market 
value of this dog, if he had a market value, and upon that point 
you have heard testimony. 

Mr. Sandfonl, the owner of the dog, tc.stllles that he had agreed 
to pay .Mr. Haight fifty dollars, for the eare, attention and skill 
which he has bestowed upon him In order to develop his natural 
i|Ualltles to make him a valuable hunting dog, and part 
of that amount had been paid. This dog Is also said to have 
had a peculiar value ou account of his breed. It Is testified that 
he was a Gordon setter, and thst this breed Is known amongst 
sporting men as having a special value—not a mere fancy 
or matter of taste, but for Intrinsic qualities that make tliera su¬ 
perior to ordinary setters. Wc have had some Interesting testi¬ 
mony upon this question, from those who have particular knowl¬ 
edge on tbe subject; and it seems to me, gentlemen, that this is 
a proper matter to enter into the consideration of the value of a 
dog of this kind. If he had intrinsic qualities which made him 
more valuable for hunting or for breeding, it Is a proper element 
for the consideration of the jury In estimating the damages and 
in determining the market value of this dog among those who 
buy and sell such animals. ■- 

It is claimed that In this action, and the facts of this case, there 
may be primitive, that is, exemplary, damages allowed—that you 
may not only give the proper market value of the dog, but some¬ 
thing for the apparent maliciousness, which, it Is alleged, the 
facts of this case show in killing the dog. The rule, however, Is 
uot to give primitive damages except where there is a clear proof 
of malice shown. In this case there docs not appear to have been 
any malice against Mr. Haight, because there is no evidence that 
the defendant knew who was the owner of this dog when he killed 
him. He shot him merely because he found him as a strange dog 
on his premises; perhaiM supposing that he had a legal right to 
do so. Aud It must be home In mind that this dog was there not 
of right. If he had been following his owner along the road 
quietly, and the defendant, to spite the owner, had wantonly 
killed him, there might have been in that case evidence of mal¬ 
ice, and that might be a proper case for primitive damages. So 
also if tbe defendant had gone upon the premises of Mr. Haight, 
and there deliberately killed this dog. But It Is uot necessary to 
decide this question, for here the owner had failed to keep the 
dog upon his own premises, and he was upon the land of Mr. Al¬ 
len, where he had no right lobe. 

If any damages are given they ought to be only such as will com¬ 
pensate the owner for the loss sustained by him. The value of 
the dog has been variously stated by the witnesses from i|tl50 to 
$300. You must determine from the testimony what damages. 
If any, the plaintiff Is entitled to recover.”

under ‘ Recapper’s” ban they are to be avoided as deceivers ’ All 
above names make for the trade, and all (Purdey pewhans ex¬ 
cepted, who makes guns of only high finish), furnish good guns 
which arc sold here under *150, at *100 and »ia5, and sorhe at 
*7.5 and »S5. Look around then for yourselves, “young sports¬ 
men, ' remembering that you can buy above noted gun.s at these 
prices, and decide for yourselves, and you will find that this ad¬ 
vice of Recapper’s,” Instead of benefiting, Is more aid to mis- 
lead you. 

Here !® another unfair comparison: He rays, a good gun cun 
be built In England for *100, and that he lias shown by his 
figures thst this very gun Is sold here as a floe gun for *200 and 
that when such a guu is compared with a gun co.sting *200 in 
England, the difference Is seen, and the one who bought the gun 
here for *200 tliinks he has been swindled. Hence, hr says the 
remedy is to buy direct from the maker; that Is, get the *’200 
gun In England, which will be finer than thconc costing *200 here 
as this latter Is only *100 In England. But “Reeapper,” how 
are you going to get the gun home! Do you advise smuggling! 

If not, the *200 gun In England ordered direct of the inskcr will 
I.MC to pay duty, and when it gets here to compare with the 
*200 gun you brought here, It will not be a *200, but having duties 
added. It will^ a *270 gun! To make a striking lllustratimi, 
****** “**** duties, etc., and compare It In irrice 

with a *200 gun without duties. I should not feel swindled with 
so poor a comparison. Also, what Is saved by ordering direct 
from the maker! The same duty has to be paid us If ordered 
through a dealer, and the amount of the dealer’s profit would be 
likely more than added by the maker 11 ordered direct; as a re¬ 
tail order for one gun would not receive the same price as given 
to the trade. . • . 

In conclualon then, good English breech-loaders cuw he found 
here at moderate prices, .and at about one-half the price which 
“Reeapper” sets as the limit. Good ’ American guns can also be 
bought, but the cost Is about the same as English guns, owing to 
the Importation of their parte, which pay even higher rate duty 
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tliao entire ftniebed foreign gune. The duty on a Siilshcd gnu Ig, 
I know, more In sniouiit than the duty on gome partg (in Ameri¬ 
can gung the gtnckg can he furnlghed here), hut Ihia dilTcreiiee la 
fully offset by the higher ralt (10 per cent.) of duty and the 
lilglier price of labor.

How Old Hall Fitce nos at Last Killed. 

Pleasant Ghove, Minn., Jan. 38, 1878. 

Editor Cuicaoo Field; —Now I have ayamto tell you about a 
short hunt that I bad. It will be quite lengthy, to give you all the 
particulars, but, nevertheless, I will In my peculiar manner. The 
last of October 1 bad all things fixed for a general bunt, up 
north. We bad a camping outfit ready to start as soon as the 
weather and roads became settled, but such a time did not come 
and we waited to the last week of tbe hunting season. A snow 
at last came, but as It turned off quite cold, we, of course, could 
not go up north. 

It was reported that doer were quite plenty In Houston county 
forty miles east of here, so we started for there as soon as ft 
moderated. We went twenty miles and stopped over night; the 
next morning we went about four miles further to where the 
roads went through valleys; we found snow too thin to get along 
on runners, and, meeting a man who said that down in Houston 
county there was no snow, we concluded to go on to a stopping 
place which was two miles further and there make inquiries. 

Stopping at a little burgh, we inquired as to the best course to 
find a deer's track, as we tbuugbt if we could see a track we 
would be satisfied. We learned that there was a big buck In 
that vicinity and that he had been hunted by all of the hunters 
in that country for three seasons, and none of them could cap¬ 
ture him. He was called “Old Ball Face," At first we 
thought that we did not care to try him, for we knew too well the 
shrewdness of an old buck that had been bunted; but quite a 
crowd soon gathered around os, and every old hunter bad a story 


to toll about hunting “Old Ball Face," and what enormous horns 
he had, etc. Finally we concluded to stop and try him a whack; 
so, after llmliiig a gmal stopping place, wo started out. When 
It became known tliat wc were going to try “Old Ball Face” 
some of the crowd laughed at us, and one old hunter said that 
he would but a tlfty-dullar bill that wc could not kill him In a 
week's chase. 

Wc had traveled some six or eight miles over the highest and worse 
bluffs I ever atlempted, wlien wc struck a track, evidently some 
two days old, bill, nevertheless, it looked good to us, for we had 
not seen one for two years. . Wo followed it a long way and came 
to some men chup))iug. They laughed at us and said that those 
wcix'Old Ball Fiu'c's tracks; one of them said that he had 
chased him (or three days and could not get a shot. Wo went 
on a little further and concluded to try and make a cut-off on 
Ills track; so we struck off to a belt of timber brush, some two 
miles, which looked favorable at the distance. After reaching 
it wc had not gone ill more than forty rods when wo struck Old 
Ball Face's tracks, made the night before, which made us feel as 
though wc might see his flag soon. (loliig about a mile wc 
jumped him. but did not see him. We now began to feel good. 
Tile old fellow nmdc a straight line for where we started from. 
O. followed tile track. I did the flank-work in good order, for I be¬ 
gan to get anxious and desperate, lie gave us a good, long beat, 
and Iheii layed down; but you but ho would not lay down only 
on the very peak of a bluff and where he could look back for us. 
He then went into the water fur a distance and then took the 
road. Finally he took us right into the town where wo had 
.started from, just within forty rods of the mill. Then be struck 
up a big bluff and layed down; then he struck for water. When 
we got to wliere he took water wc concluded to try a little gen- 
eralship on him, so wc determined to let him go for^ couple of 
hours, or until night W'hcn he would give up our being afttw him. 

We knew that he would travel in the water as lung as ho 
could, and then would go upon a bluff and lay down. We found 
that he could not go very far Into the stream, so wc waited un¬ 
til after sundown. O. on the track, and I on the left, we moved 
with caution and came to where he liad layed down, and found 
that he had not been scared by us. Then, of course, wo expected 
to sec him every moment. I came out on to the edge of the 
bluff and saw the lad moving up the next bluff beyond on a 
walk. When I first saw him he was partly behind trees and 
brush. I wailed until lie moved out into an opening and let my 
old sl.x-shuoler go at him. I saw that I had lilt him, but I let 
him have it again as he jumped. I emptied the cylinder, and O. 
gave him one shot after he bad gone out of sight. We went to 
where he was when I shot, which was full forty-live rods, and 
there was blood. Going a little further on wc found Old Ball 
Face laying almost dead. You can imagine how we felt. We 
mure than hollowed and yelled. Wc felt that it was an achieve¬ 
ment on our part to get him. It was about a mile to our quart¬ 
ers and was dark when we gut him hung up. 

When wc gut back to the town and showed the fellows blood on 
our hands they began to look surprised, and when wc told them 
that “Old Ball Face” was no more they would not believe it, un¬ 
til he was bpught in, which was done at once, (or they were 
eager to see'their old friend, as some called him. 

Well, he was n sight; his horns are the finest ones I ever saw 
and very peculiar in shape; tbe meat was poor, be had been 
chased too much. The next day “Old Ball Face” was on exhi¬ 
bition, and almost everybody that heard of the killing of him 
came to sec him. .More than a hundred hunters who have looked 
at him say that they never saw such magnificent horns. The 
next morning we started out with a fellow tliat said he could 
show us another deer, but he did not, and the next day wo started 
home well pleased with our trophy. We felt more pleased by 
killing “Old Ball Face" than we would to have killed half-a-dozen 
other deer.

The Protection of (xiiuic. 

Chesterton, Porter Co., Iiid., Jan. 34, 1878, 

Editor Chicago Field: —I seethe law makers are at it again, 
calling on spurtsmeii to bestir themselves, etc., etc. A pretty 
time to “squeal” when the bird has flown. What do these fel¬ 
lows want! Laws to protect what? a few straggling prairie hens 
that dog breakers have left; a quail or two, that just “shut” off 
his scent in time to save his little body, from a score of “blue 
noses;” a poor solitary rabbit that has escaped that pot-hunting 
rascal with bis ferrets (that’s me) and those mythical wild tur¬ 
keys and deer? We have more law than game now; enforcitwhat 
wc have and leave well alone. 1 notice that “Old Put” felt 
vexed during his hunt in Ohio last December, because be was 
not allowed to range over every fanner's land just where he 
liked. Why, my dear Sir, have not sportsmen been for years 
calling on farmers to help them to protect game? and noiv, when 
they (the Grangers) do so, because they find that insects are 
destroying their crops, they get abused for It I I hope now that 
“Old Put” has recovered bis dog fare, he will not feel quite so 
bad against fariiiers who are carrying out the game laws to the 
letter. Wo shall, 1 hope, live to see on every farm, “No shoot¬ 
ing hero without penult.” Then, and not till then will game 
and sport be plenty; for instead of sportsmen throwing away 
money, powder and glass, they will Invest It In “renting privi¬ 
leges.” 'Nuff sed. I enclose a capital article from the Natimuil 
Farmer, the following, touching my subject. So mote it be: 

"There is iruiible on our track if we do not at once take moasnres 
to protect anil increase tbe bird family. The Insects are after ns: their 
numbers are legion; every plant, almost, has its ooemy. Many of them 
have a host of enemies that are making war upon onr success in culti¬ 
vating them, and yet we invite tbe sportsman to come In and destroy 
our only ally in the ever-present conflict we are bolding with tbe In¬ 
sect host All these enemies are rapidly on the increase, and the 
destruction is fabulous in amount. Prof. Auuhey Is the authority for 
the Htatement that the amount of damage done In a year tbronghout 
the Unllcd Slates, by insects. Is not less Iban ftOO.WO.IXX). IlTinole 
alone bos suffered to the amonnt of $73,000,001) in a single year.’ 8sv- 
euty-lbree millloua of dollars in one State destroyed by insects in one 
yearl enA yet, bird-killing goee on under the proleetlon of the law. 
Some rash iudividuals claim that birds do not destroy Insects. If 
those persona will examine the stomach of a bird killed by these 
hunters, they will no lunger assert that the bird baa not a mission 
in inseet-deslroylng, and. If permitted, is not faithfully at its post per¬ 
forming duty. If these Insects are not destroyed In some manner, 
wbat may we not cxpecli Prof. Aoghey is antbority for the following 
also: ‘Apple, pear and plum trees have abonl 100 species of insect ene¬ 
mies; fifty species of insects Interfere with grape cultnre. There sreat 
least thirty-five Insect enemies of our gardens. Most speciee of in¬ 
sects bavea marvelous fecundity; one pair of grain weavlls will pro- 
duco 6,000 young between April and August. According to Reaumer, 
one aphide. or plant louse, msy become the progenitor, In a single sea¬ 
son, of 6,000,000,000. Tbe female wasp prodness, in one season. 80,000. 
The white ant deposits eggs at ths average rate of eixty to a mlnnla. 
Our own silk worm, which feeds so Isrgmy on onr wild plume, prodnees 
from 600 to 1.000 eggs per season.' Learn these (acts; and yet tbe gun¬ 
ner is permitted to destroy onr geatest hope. More birds ars needed of 
tbe Insoctlvorous class; and ail that are sought by tbe hunter are of the 
family that Is continually destroying the great enemy of our harvests. 
Dogs and traps should be pronlblted by most stringent legislative 
enactments. The few days of respite from labor and tbe office, that are 
found In the field or forest with the dog or gnp, may be missed; but 
wbat is that in comparison with the tabnlons amounle destroyed by 
humoring the desire and removing tbe protectlod to tbe crops, and onr 
bread and butter? Lei the experiment be tried for three years, of per¬ 
mitting no one at any time of year to kilt any bird or fowl. Much a 
law would work hardship to no one, and Its savtu to the West might 
be in amount more than onr national debt. The law-makers of our sev¬

The horee is nine years old; his cough to Irregular; does ool 
ceugb when in the stable, but onlv when heated from fast driving, then 
coughs up phlegm and gets esse after It The ruoulug from the nose is 
sometimes mattery, but when driven fast for a while it geU thick and 
whitish, but not verr much of it. There to no bulging of the bones 
of iheface, but le thick and enlarged In the glauds of the throat, and to 
always the same. Yon can bear toe effect on the wind when driven at 
a three-minute gait for half a mile when sitting in the buggy, but in 
cold weather you can detect difficult breathing on entering the stable. 
Iteeeme to be in hie nostrils, and be has a muffled, sniffing neigh that 
cannot be heard more than ten yards. When driven fast one mile, the 
difficult breathing all subeidee after a minute or two when stopped, If 
the weather to fine, bat the cold weather to bard on him. Re to in 
good order and feeds well.—Ana.—There is a chroolc irritation of a 
catarrhal natnre in the nasal chambers and larvox: when driven fast in 
cold weather the Increased amount of cold air iosplred irritates the 
already seneative parte and caaaee an increased discharge aud cough¬ 
ing. We would recommend you to avoid fast driving v^en it to ctHd 
and give the following powders, one night and morniDg In the feed, or! 
If he refases them, in naif a pint of water. Take of gum camphor half 
a drachm, powdered dijitalle twenty grains, nitrate of potash half a 
drachm, mix and give as one doee, repeat oigbt and morning for ton 
days, then wait a fortnight and repeat. In the Spring apply a severe 
blister to each side of the throat, and give him a couple of months at 
grass.
